However,  with  these  two 
and  several  boys  who  had  gained  some  valuable  experience  last  year,  but  had  not  won  letters,  the 
Blue  and  White  opened  their  season  on  January  2,  with  the  Alumni.  Despite  the  fact  that  the 
Alumni  had  not  had  much  practice,  they  put  up  a  game  battle  and  it  was  not  until  the  final 
quarter  that  the  Wolverines  went  ahead  to  stay.

Again  the 
Wolverines  led  almost  the  whole  game  and  it  was  not  until  the  last  minute  that  Fleming  went 
ahead,  but  this  was  for  keeps.  Marshall  Mundy  drove  in  for  a  lay-up  to  put  the  Wolverines  ahead 
with  two  minutes  remaining.  It  looked  as  if  the  game  might  end  like  this,  but  Bobby  Oliver  sank 
a  last-minute,  desperation  shot  to  sew  up  the  game  for  the  Colonels.  Wes  Gillock  played  an  out¬ 
standing  game  for  AL,  and  led  both  teams  in  scoring  with  16  points.  Mundy  added  11. 

Jefferson  defeated  the  Wolverines  in  the  next  game  by  a  score  of  55-41.  In  the  first  half 
the  Blue  and  White  led  but  couldn’t  stand  success  and  often  practically  gave  the  ball  to  the 
Magicians.  Marshall  Mundy  led  AL  with  13  points  but  Bobby  Burford  tossed  in  22  for  Jefferson 
to  take  scoring  honors  for  the  game. 

Andrew  Lewis  got  revenge  for  an  earlier  defeat  by  beating  Blacksburg,  32-29  in  the  next 
game.

The 
Wolverines  made  a  close  game  of  it  for  the  first  half,  but  could  not  keep  up  the  pace  in  the  last 
two  quarters.  Marshall  Mundy  led  the  Wolverines  with  19  points  but  Mickey  Crawford,  George 
Washington’s  outstanding  forward  pumped  in  28  points  to  take  high  honors  for  the  game.

Meet  in  Williamsburg.  The  boys  were  Ruble  Smith,  Jack  Harrison,  Billy  Young,  Alonza  Phil- 
pott,  Tom  Vest,  George  Gearheart,  and  Marshall  Mundy.  Of  these  seven  the  only  one  able  to 
place  was  Ruble  Smith  who  completely  outclassed  the  other  runners  to  take  first  place  in  the 
half-mile  run. 

The  Wolverines  should  have  a  strong  team  in  ’52  and  will  be  led  by  returning  lettermen : 
Harrison,  Young,  Philpott,  Vest,  and  Mundy.  The  1952  schedule  includes  meets  with  William 
Fleming,  William  Byrd,  Covington,  E.  C.  Glass,  Jefferson,  the  Western  District  Meet,  and 
possibly  another  trip  to  the  State  Meet.
